Walnut Grove Scene Of 
$150,000 Blaze; Quincy 
Lumber Yard Destroyed 


WALNUT GROVE, (\P)—Fire of un- 
determined origin destroyed Walnut 


Grove’s “Chinatown” early today with ; 


an estimated loss of $150,000. 

Sheriff’s deputies said one Chinese 
was believed burned to death, but no 
trace of his body had been found. 

The fire started at 5:30 a. m., offi- 
cers said, and was br@ight under con- 
trol several hours later with the as- 
sistance of fire equipment rushed here 
from Isleton and Rio Vista. About 100 
buildings were razed. 

A shift of the wind aided the fire- 
men to prevent spreading of the 
blaze to “Japanese town,” an adjoin- 
ing district containing about 60 build- 
ings. 

$50,000 LOSS 

QUINCY, (‘Uu)—Fire in the dryshed of 
the Merit Lumber Company destroyed 
500,000,000 feet of lumber, seven box 
cars and partially damaged the plan- 
ing mill early today. Damage was es- 
timated at $50,000.

Grady said that the projected plan 
would allow big merchants a rate as 
low as 6 cents a 100 on shipments of 
' 30,000 pounds or more, “I see no reason 
why I should pay eight times as much 
as the large merchant,” he maintained. 

All of the merchants indicated that 
they would haul their own merchan- 
dise if the proposed changes in the 
rates were made.

Hyacinths, narcissi and Chinese lil- 
ies, tulps and lilies of the valley may 
be grown indoors. Fill a pot with gar- 
den soil to which is added a little pow- 
dered charcoal or wood ashes: add six 
tulips or four hyacinth bulbs for a six- 
inch pot. Cover the bulbs with a half 
inch of dirt, water them well and set 
them in the cellar in a cool, damp, 
dark place. Water them occasionally 
to keep them damp, but not wet. Leave 
them there for six weeks or more, or 
until the pots are filled with roots and 
the roots come through the bottom 


hole of the pot in a mat or make some | 


top growth. They may then be brought 
into the room where they must become 
gradually accustomed to the light. The 
more roots you have the better the 
blooms will be. 


It is not necessary to bring all the 
plants up from the cellar at the same 
time, but their bloom may be hurried 
or held back to suit occasion or to reg- 
ulate the supply. 


Bulbs may be grown in water in a 
vase or bowl partly filled with gravel, 
pebbles, charcoal and a small amount 
of crushed oyster shell. Place the bulbs 
firmly among the stone, partly cover 
with water and set in a cool, dark 
place in the cellar until their roots are 
formed.
